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The Folio Society, founded almost twenty years ago, publishes for its 
members exclusive, individually designed, illustrated editions of the 
world’s great books, together with a number of original publications, all 
at down-to-earth prices. In recent years its activities have been widened 
to include Club facilities, with a wine and snack bar, a stone’s throw from 
Oxford Street, in London’s West End. 

The Folio Society aims to give high quality, outstanding value and a 
rapid and personal service, and members are safeguarded at all times by 
an absolute guarantee of satisfaction. 

The Society issues approximately one new title a month, each year’s 
programme being announced in advance (see pp. 6 - 13 ). Members select a 
minimum of four books which they undertake to buy during a year’s 
membership, and these books may be chosen either from the list of 
forthcoming publications or from the back list of some seventy titles 
(see pp. The prices of books vary according to length and format. 

From time to time optional ‘extras’ are published, and full details of 
these are sent to all members. 

Every year members receive, free of charge, a special Presentation 
Volume: for 1966 , Renoir: Paintings, Drawings and Prints (see p. 5). Folio 
Society publications are available to members only. 
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THE BOOKS 
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In the early days texts were chosen largely from the major classics but, at 
members’ request, recent programmes have included some of the more 
fascinating by-ways of world literature. Another important section 
covers eye-witness accounts of major historical events. In all cases, great 
care is taken to select the best possible text, and the Society often com¬ 
missions new translations or employs a scholar to provide necessary 
editorial apparatus. 

In building a programme, the aim is to achieve a balanced diet between 
fiction, history, biography, essays, poetry and drama, from different 
periods and different countries. In this way, members are given a wide 
choice, and can build up through the years a representative library of 
major books in their chosen field. 

THE ILLUSTRATIONS 

Most books, apart from non-fiction and drama, have illustrations specially 
commissioned from contemporary artists. Because members’ views on 
art vary very widely, the choice of an artist involves something of a tight¬ 
rope of taste, but every effort is made to represent all schools from the 
academic to the avant-garde. Many famous names are numbered amongst 
the Society’s illustrators, but no less important is the opportunity given 
to young artists at the threshold of their career. Techniques used include 
wood-engraving, lithography and etching, and wherever possible printing 
is direct so that the illustrations are, in fact, originals. 

Illustrations for non-fiction tend to be of a documentary nature, usually 
reproductions of portraits and contemporary prints. For plays, the aim is 
to reproduce designs for costumes and sets used for an actual production. 

FORMAT AND TYPOGRAPHY 

Each book is designed to suit the text - format, type and paper com¬ 
bining to produce a unified whole. Within these limits, every attempt 
is made to give as much variety as possible. Typographically, the first 
aim is a readable page, and intrusive jeux d'esprit are avoided. 

THE BINDINGS 

Fine bindings have always been a feature of the Society’s publications. 
Materials used include leather, silk, canvas, wood-veneer and hand- 
marbled papers, while designs are extremely varied. Certain titles are 
bound in facsimile of historic bindings of the past, usually with elaborate 
gold tooling. All books are issued in slip-cases.

Shorn of heroics and of glamour, All Quiet on the Western Front paints 
a brilliant and almost unbearable picture of the realities of war. To 
those who stood face to face with death, the four long years from 1914 
to 1918 were no adventure, and no other book has ever revealed so 
starkly what Wilfred Owen called ‘the truth untold, The pity of war, 
the pity war distilled’.

By Major John Corneille: edited by Michael Edwardes 
An exciting find, this eminently readable, fascinating and hitherto un¬ 
published manuscript has only recently been discovered by the Society. 
Participating in the build-up of royal troops, as distinct from those in 
the service of the East India Company, the author embarked from 
England with the 39th Regiment in 1754. His journal, covering the next 
three years, gives a vivid picture of the country and of the people, 
describes the progress of events - including the Black Hole of Calcutta 
and the Battle of Plassey - and contains a first-hand appreciation of that 
remarkable figure, Robert Clive. The dearth of contemporary material 
makes illustration impossible, but a page of the original manuscript is 
reproduced as a frontispiece and the chapter openings carry decorative 
headpieces.

Pronounce her name what way you will, Max Beerbohm’s inimitable 
heroine is one of the most delightful - and certainly one of the most 
destructive - characters in all fiction. The death of the occasional love¬ 
sick swain may rank as platitude, but not even Helen of Troy could 
boast an equal to the simultaneous suicide of every male undergraduate 
at Oxford. To illustrate this unique achievement there are eight hitherto 
unpublished watercolours which the author made for his own copy of 
what he so euphemistically called ‘An Oxford Love Story’.

A work of vivid poetic imagination, luxuriating in imagery and in the 
use of language, Hassan tells of a Baghdad confectioner whom fate pro¬ 
motes to the court of Haroun A 1 Raschid. In new-found state he falls 
victim to the wiles of the wanton Yasmin until, sickened by the cruelties 
he is forced to witness, he takes ‘The Golden Road to Samarkand’. A 
strange, exotic masterpiece, Hassan was Flecker’s last work, and he did 
not live to see its first performance.

Crecy, Poitiers, Agincourt - and the campaigns of Joan of Arc - marked 
the peak moments of a struggle between France and England which 
began with Edward Ill’s claim to the French throne, and ended with 
the English in possession only of Calais. Three contemporary chroni¬ 
clers - Jean le Bel, Froissart and Monstrelet - covered, between them, 
the whole course of the war, each telling of events of which he had 
personal knowledge. This new translation of selections from each source 
has been specially commissioned by the Society, and is illustrated with 
several superb miniatures, reproduced in full colour, from original 
manuscripts in the British Museum and the Bibliotheque Nationale.

child of Gone Astray , to the mature but still wondering adult of Night 
Walks. In this selection the famous and the undeservedly lesser-known 
are set side by side, from the hilarious Greenwich Fair and the macabre 
Visit to Newgate , to that masterpiece of fantasy The Chinese Junk. To 
complement the atmosphere of the book there are fifteen etchings of 
‘London Characters’ by George Cruikshank, originally published in the 
Gentleman's Pocket Magazine.
